PREFACE 

Following  the  death  of  Dr#  D.  R.  T,  Griffiths,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  at  the  end  of  1950,  general  supervision  over 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  was  exercised  by  the  Covmty 
Medical  Officer  until  the  end  of  September,  1951#  From  October 
1st  onwards,  I assumed  the  post  of  full-time  medical  officer  to 
the  nine  district  councils  in  the  county  and  assistant  medical 
officer  to  the  county  council*  The  headquarters  were  established 
at  the  County  Offices,  Aberystwyth# 

The  vital  statistics  for  t?ne  year  display  no  startling 
features#  Sixteen  deaths  wore  recorded  as  against  only  nine 
births  - a feature  which  tends  to  emphasise  the  increasing 
preponderance  of  the  older  age  groups  in  the  community# 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  infectious  disease  was 
notified  during  the  year ,

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by 
the  local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the 
local  health  authority  is  he Id  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurse  who  is  also  a State  Registered  Midwife. 

(d)  The  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much 
larger  area  covered  by  a Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant, 
but  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the 
former  and  partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health 
authority. 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  statioaed  at  New  Quay  which  is  used  for  general 
and  accident  work.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an 
ambulance  ear -marked  for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at 
Aberystwyth. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  poriodic 
talks  and  advice  by  the  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  health 
and  the  local  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  are  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse 
and  of  the  Health  Visitor . Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed 
up  by  the  Chest  Physician*s  Health  Visitor  - a situation  which. 
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in  my  opinion,  involves  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  attention. 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a 
rule,  engaged  locally* 

(j)  The  town  of  Aberystwyth,  about  20  miles  distant,  is  the  centre 
upon  which  the  principal  general  hospital  in  the  county,  the 
infectious  diseases’  hospital,  the  maternity  home  and  the 
Medical  Research  Council’s  Area  Public  Health  Laboratory  are 
bas  ed  *

Water  Supply 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality,  but  during  the 
holiday  season  the  quantity  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  all  the 
demands  * The  Council  called  In  Its  consultant  engineer  and  it  Is 
hoped  to  solve  the  problem  in  the  near  future. 

The  source  of  supply  is  from  an  enclosed  spring  at  Ffynonddewi, 
Synod  Inn,  and  it  is  neither  filtered  nor  chlorinated.  Five 
bacteriological  samples  taken  d.uring  the  year,  however,  proved 
satisfactory.  An  open  spring  very  close  to  the  Councils  main 
supply  lies  on  the  edge  of  the  trunk  road  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
logal  difficulties  which  prevent  the  carrying  out  of  proper 
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protection  to  this  spring  will  shortly  be  overcome,  the  more 
especially  as  the  open  spring  may  have  an  underground  connection 
with  the  "Urban  District  Council* s main  supply. 

The  majority  of  houses  receive  their  water  direct  from  the 
mains,  but  one  house  receives  its  supply  from  a public  standpipe.
